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Atteupts of capitalistic forces to gain influence and to guide 
reconstruction in the Eastern Zong are growing more numerous. — 
This is evidenced not only by proposals advanced by CDU and LDP 
representatives in the state parliaments, but also by various 
illegal activities against which no action has been taken as 
yeto It is known that illegal pamphlets and newspapers are 
imported from the West and circulated, that agents are sent 
from Hannover to organize illeral party groups, and that vest- 
ern propaganda has penetrated evan the ranks of the SED. The 
uplenentation of Sia Order 234 was itpeired by this propagands. 
Sverations of this sort will mo longer be tolerated. 


the veneral movement to sabotage reconstruction in the East has 
founc a center in Berlin bourgeois circles, and increasing 
numbe.’s of CDU and LEP leaders are persuading the Berlin popu- 
lation to oppose reconstruction in the Bast by erphasizine the 
benefits of the liarshall Plan. This will lead to a serious 
political struggle in Berlin during the next few months. Dis~ 
cussions of the Marshall Plan must be conducted on a very high 
level, and the SED press must present a clear picture of the 
issue at stake in orter to counteract, the effects of the western 
drive. 

The Eastern Zone is approathing economic difficulties which may 
become more serious curing February and March. The anticipated 
currency reform has cccasioned hoarding of soods and thereby 
increased supply oroblems. The press must demand that nersons 
who are guilty of such practices be made subject to severe 
punishments. In the future, SED journals will agitate for the 
distribution of teytiles and consumers‘ goods on the basis of. 
work accomplished, for benuses for high productivity, for ex- — 


treme penaliies for sabotage in the factories and administrations, 


for a coordinating economic instrument for. the entire Russian 


Zone, and against bureaucracy in the state government: 2:1 central 
administrations and political and economic separatism. The. SLA 


in Karlshorst and the SED Executive Committee have agreed to give 
the editors a free hand in conducting this campaign. Neues 
Deutschland, in particulas, wili coutinue to prepare for the 
Volkskongress in iiarch and to demand a plebiscite on the unity 

of Germany,.forcing popular interest in these subjects if none 

is naturally forthcoming. 
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
